and Military Eſtabliſhments to a jealous Inveſtigation, has anſwered my moſt ſanguine 


Expectations, and been productive of all thoſe later Effects, which muſt ever attend 
| Publicity 1 in Matters of Account and Revenue. £

The Statement I now propoſe t to lay before you is Aifferent } in its Object, and muſt, of 


5 courſe, be different in its Nature, from thoſe I have hitherto troubled you with. Thoſe 


of former Years, except in one Inſtance, have been confined to the State of the Financial 


Affairs of the Company in India, exhibiting the Balance upon the Compariſon of the 


| Revenues and Charges of the ſeveral Settlements. The preſent is to be a Statement of : 
a more comprehenſive Nature. I mean to combine together the Affairs of the Eaſt 
India Company at home and abroad, pointing out their relative Effects upon each 


other, and placing before you the Oe Balance, reſulting from ſuch a Combi- 
nation. 1 


Per this Purpoſe, it will be necalſiry for me.to draw your Attention to a Variety of 


different Conſiderations. I muſt firſt ſtate the Amount of the Indian Revenue, with 
the Annual Burthens upon it, including the Amount of Intereſt payable on the Debts in 


India. By this Statement you will perceive, what is the Surplus applicable to the Pur- 
poſes of Commerce, or the Liquidation of Debts; and as the Exports from this Country 


to- India, form a Part of the general applicable Fund! in e that N muſt, of 


courſe, enter into the Detail.

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Having eſtabliſhed, as clearly and accurately as I can, thoſe neceſſary Preliminaries, 
I ſhall conclude with ſuggeſting, what I conceive to be an equitable Application of the 
Surplus ariſing both from the Revenues and Trade ; due Attention being paid to the 
reſpective Claims and Intereſts of the Eaſt India Company and the Public. 


And firſt, with reſpe& to the Revenues and Charges of the ſeveral Settlements f in 
India. | 


No Accounts having been received from India, fince the Termination of the 
late War, of the Revenues and Charges on the preſent Peace Eſtabliſhment, I muſt 
firſt refer the Committee to the Statement of the Revenues and Charges of the 
Britiſh Provinces in India, previous to that War, For this Purpoſe, in No. 5 *, 
the Amount of Revenues is given for Three Years, 1787-8 to 1789-90; and of the 

Charges, as far as the ſame can be aſcertained: But it appears from the Notes to this 
Account, that in ſome Inſtances, the Charges incurred could not be accurately — 
guiſhed, as the Amount e paid included Arrears of former Years: _

- Hain the Circumſtances under: which this Eſtimate was formed, it is more 
likely that the Calculation of the Net Surplus is made below, rather than above its pro- 
bable Amount. Indeed, in every Inſtance, the Revenues appear to be taken on a very low 
Statement ; particularly in the Article of Salt at Bengal, which, on the Average of Five 
Years, has produced 987,o00l. per Annum, and is here eſtimated to produce only 
| 725,000l, or 262, oool. per Annum leſs than the Average of the laſt Five Years, 


In like Manner, great Caution has been uſed-in ſtating the other Ar ticles, that there 
| ſhould not be any Doubt of the Reſult binge i better than the Eſtimate.

In this Eſtimate the Commercial Charges at the ſeveral Settlements are ſtated as 


Charges upon the Revenues. In all former Views of this Subject, they have been con- 


ſidered as belonging to the Trade, as that is the only Purpoſe for which they are in- 
curred,

In this View: the Net Revenue of India appears to be 1 $41.6 5ol.; or, if the Com-

As I mean, not only on this, but on other Occaſions, to draw my Concluſions from 


this Eſtimate, I ſhall offer a few further Obſervations Upon it: 


It has been afudt; on 3 former Occaſions, to charge the DireQors of the Com- 
pany with endeavouring to exhibit too favourable a View of the State of their Affairs; 


and perhaps the deranged State of their Accounts ſome Years paſt, left them ſo unac- 
quainted with their real Situation, as to give ſome Countenance to ſuch an Im- 


putation. At preſent, however, the Caſe | is totally changed; even the Eſtimates of the 


Annual Receipt and Expenditure have, as has been fully proved on former Occaſions, 
been brought to an extraordinary Degree of Accuracy; and every Year a Compariſon be- 


| tween thoſe Eſtimates and the actual Reſult, has been laid before this Houſe and the Pub- 
lic. There is not, therefore, now any Apprehenſion of the State of the Company's Affairs 
in India being miſunderſtood from the Confuſion of their Accounts; nor is there any Fear 


of unknown Claims being hereafter brought forward. As a Proof of this, I need only 


refer to No. I. Note (A,)“ where a Sum of no leſs than 210,6 361. is ſtated as a Debt at 
Bengal in January 1792, which conſiſts of Bills from other Preſidencies not due, and 
Bills not preſented for Acceptance. As theſe Bills would not become due until ſome fu- 
ture Date, it has been uſual, in former Inſtances, to conſider them as Burthens upon 
the future Reſources; but in order to aſcertain the correct Amount of all outſtanding 


Demands upon the Treaſuries Abroad, all exiſting Claims at the Time the Accounts 
are made up, whenever they may become payable, have been ordered to be included 


among the actual Debts. This, of courſe, precludes every Apprehenſion of the Reve- | 


nues being e to ſatisfy Claims not brought forward. 


In order to place i in a ſtronger Light the Moderation with which this Fame | 18 
formed, and indeed the Probability of its being much under what may actually be ex- 
| pected, I refer the Committee to the Particulars in No. 5 +, which, compared with the 


preſent Eſtimate, will ſhew that moſt of the Articles 01 Revenue are under rated.

Hence it appears, that although the Ceded Countries are ſtated in this Eſtimate at 
399,000. the Total of the Revenues is only 65,895 1. more than on the Three Years 
Average. And although I am ready to admit, that ſome Deduction ſhould be allowed from 
the Average Revenues of Bengal, on account of the high Price of Salt in thoſe Years, 
yet, on the other hand, an Addition ought to be made to the Average Revenues of 


Madras. 


Theſe, it will be obſerved, in the firſt Year of the Average, are excluſive of 


the Revenue of the Guntoor Circar, and in the laſt Year, the Company s Servants had 


but juſt obtained Polleſſion of it, and but a very ſmall Proportion of its eſtimated Re- 


venues was collected.

The Countries ceded by Tippoo will occaſion a ſmall additional Expence in the 


Charges of Collection; but conſidering how much the Acquiſition of them has weak— 
ened that Foe, againſt whole ambitious Projects we were obliged to be almoſt continu- 
ally in a State of warlike Preparation, inſtead of there being a Neceility for our keep- 
ing up a larger Military Eſtabliſhment in Time of Peace, there is every Proſpect of our 


being able to reduce it. The Means of Defence, alſo, with which thoſe Countries 


abound, on the Part adjacent to Tippoo's remaining Dominions, afford ſtill further 
Security Jrainft any future Attempts from him, to diſturb the Peace of the Carnatic, 
On the whole of theſe Conſiderations, I have no Heſitation in giving, as my Opinion, 


that the Military Expences may be reduced below their Amount previous to the late 


War; and conſequently, in ſtating the Total of the Civil and Military Charges at

THE next Subject for Conſideration 1s, the Amount of Debts in India; as the Intereſt 
on them is the firſt Object to which the Net Revenue 1 IS applicable. « 


The Total of Debts owing in India on the z iſt January 1792, is ſtated in 
No 1, at Current Rupees 9,08, 4 5, 508, or 9,084, 5 5ol.; this includes every Article of Debt 


| known at that Period, and, as I have already oblerved, the Bills not due or preſented for 


Acceptance are conſidered as Part of the Debts then © owing , which was not the Caſe 


in former Statements of this Nature. 


The War u 1 a Month after this Date, which, tozether with the 8 


attending the Return of the Troops to their reſpective Stations; would conſequently _ 
cauſe an Addition of Expence ; but againſt this is to be placed the Amount to be received 
from Tippoo, as the Company's Share of the Price of Peace, being 110 Lacs of Rupees, 


or about 1,200,000l, +; of this, about 500, oool. has been given as a Tribute to the 


Merits of the Army under the Marquis Cornwallis. The Remainder would be ap- 


plicable as it was received, towards defraying the Arrears of the Army. Befides this, 


a greater Proportion of | the Land Revenues in India is collected in the Three Months 


from January to April than 1 in any other QT of the Year. 


In taking the Total of Debts, therefore, at their Amount on the 31ſt of January 
1792, I ſtate them at a Sum probably greater than they were at the Termination of 
the War. The Amount of Debts bearing Intereſt in India, at this Date, is ſtated in 


the latter Part of No. 1* and amounts to Current Rupees 6, 93, 39, 432, or 6, 933, 943. 
the Intereſt on which was Current Rupees 5, 22, 097, or 592, 209l. 


The Amount of Intereſt on the Debts at this tad greatly increaſed by 
Loans having been raiſed in the preceding Year, for the Purpoſe of ſupplying the 
Exigencies of the War, at 12 per Cent. which is the common Intereſt in that Country; 
but is more than the Company pay on their Paper, except on ſuch extraordinary Oc- 


calions. The 8 Sums thus raiſed amounted to about 4 e at t Bengal, and 3 50, oool. at

In this Appropriation of the Sums to be raiſed 1 in India, from the Anis Revenues, 
and the Sale of Britiſh Manufactures, a Sum exceeding the whole eſtimated Surplus 
Revenue is ſuppoſed to be inveſted in India Goods, on which the Profit above ſtated 
would be obtained; the Remittance of the whole eſtimated Surplus is thus provided 
for. A Sum equal to the principal Part of the Amount ariſing from the Sale of Goods 
exported from England, is eſtimated to be ſent from India to China; and in a general 
View of the Company's Trade, it is not material to diſcriminate, whether the Sum ſo 
remaining, after the Proviſion of an adequate Inveſtment, be applied to the Liquidation

HAVING thus ſhewn what the future Surplus of India, on the een Calculation, may 

be ſtated to amount to, and having proved that a Sum equal to that Amount may be 
remitted Home through the Medium of Trade, with Profit both to the Company and 
the Public, the next Object is to bring forward the State of the Trade in general. On 

this Subject, Accounts have been annually laid before the Houſe ; but as the Commercial 
Concerns of the Company are diſtinct from the Produce of the Revenues of India, 
which it was the Object of former Statements to illuſtrate, they have not been diſcuſſed 
in the ſame Manner. On the preſent Occaſion, however, it is equally neceſſary for me 
to examine the State of the Trade from India and China, as to particularize the Amount 


of the Revenues and Charges of the Indian Provinces. And, firſt, with reſpect to the 
f Receipts and For at Home, 


In N' 10+, is an Account of the Receipts and Payments made by the Com- = 
pany at Home in each Year, from 1787 to the preſent Time, and an Eſtimate for the 

following Year. This Account ſhews the Purpoſes to which the Sums realized from 
the Revenue and Trade at Home have been applied. But as this Statement contains a 
Variety of Receipts and Payments, ſome in Private Trade, and others not connected with 
their Commerce, a particular Account is before the Houſe of what the Trade for the laſt

Six Years has produced. This is N' 28 , in which the Amount of the Company's Sales 

in each Vear is ſtated, and the Charges of Freight, Cuſtoms, and Charges of Merchan- 

dize, payable on that Sale, as alſo the Prime Coſt of the ſame in India and China. In 

the firſt Three Years of this Period it appears that the Profits reſulting from the Sale 
were very low; the Exceſs of the Sale of the Goods above the Prime Coſt being only 

434: 5811. per Annum, after paying Cuſtoms, Freight, and Charges of Merchandize. 


But the Improvements which have been made in the Manner of conducting the 
Company's Affairs Abroad and at Home, have rendered the Inveſtments Abroad more 


valuable in Proportion to the . and made the Tune in 1 general more 
profitable. 


Accordingly, by the Average of the Three laſt Years, the Profits on the Trade, or 
more correctly, the Exceſs of the Sale Amount above the Prime Coſt and Charges, Was

Company in India are conſiderably higher than that Sum. It is next to be conſidered, what 
is the beſt Method of liquidating this Debt, ſo far as it may be thought proper to pay it 
off. There are only two Ways; either to pay it off in India by the Surplus there, or to 
remit it to England, and diſcharge it by that Surplus, realized through the Medium of 
Trade. The latter is undoubtedly by much the more preferable Mode ; as in the other 
Caſe, the Inveſtment could not be made adequate to the Demand, without ſending Bul- 
lion to India. The Britiſh Subjects, of whoſe Fortunes a conſiderable Part of theſe 
Debts conſiſts, if they were paid in India, muſt find ſome other Mode of Remittance to 
Europe; and thus would, as formerly was the Caſe, ſupply Foreign Companies with the 
Means of carrying on a Trade to India, in Competition with the Company, on a Capital 
furniſhed by their Servants, to the Injury of the Navigation of Great Britain, and the 
Diminution of the Home Revenues in Duties and Cuſtoms, 


: There, canbe no Queſtion, therefore, rebefiing the beſt Mode of liquidating the Debts 
in India; it certainly is, to allow a certain Sum to be ſubſcribed Annually in India for 
Bills on the Company; the Amount ſhould be limited in its Extent, but the ſubſcrib- 
ing to that Extent ſhould be left to Individuals, to ſuit their own Convenience in remit- 
ting their Fortunes Home. /. 500,000 per Annum is fully large enough for all the Pur- 
poſes of Remittance, either conſidered as gradually liquidating the Debts, or as afford- 
ing an adequate Fund for Remittance. This, by the Year 1800, would reduce the 
Debt, bearing Intereſt in India, to about 3,000,000], below which, in the Opinion of 
many Perſons well acquainted with the Situation of Affairs in India, it would not be 
proper to reduce the Amount of Debt bearing Intereſt, but leave it as a Fund, in which 
the Natives may inveſt a Part of their Property, and thus attach them to the Support of 5 
the Britiſh Government by the powerful Motive of Intereſt. :

From this Statement it appears that in the Firſt Vear a Balance will remain unap- 
propriated, and which, as the Debt in India is paid off, will be annually increaſing. 


This Reſult leads me to mention to the Committee, an Idea I have for a conſiderable 
Time entertained in my own Mind, and which I have recently ſuggeſted for the Conſi- 
deration of the Eaſt India Company. My Opinion certainly is, that the Whole of the Eſti- 
mate of the Court of Directors is taken too unfavourably, and that the Surplus of BRe- 
venues in India, and the Commercial Surplus at Home, will exceed what I have calcu- 
lated upon in the Appropriation I have juſt mentioned. If I ſhall appear to be 
right in this Opinion, there muſt be an ulterior Appropriation of the additional a- 
| lance, and that Appropriation ſhould be for the Purpoſe of veſting in the Hands of the 
Public that additional Surplus, to remain there without Intereſt; but the Public to be 
anſwerable for it to the Proprietors, if, from Calamity, permanent or caſual, the Ca- 
pital of the Company ſhould be impaired, or the Situation of their Affairs ſhould not at 
any Period be able to afford the Dividend on the Capital, which it is now ſuggeſted they 
ſhould receive. Without further enlarging on the Idea at preſent, I content myſelf with 
barely mentioning it; at the ſame Time, I am confident that if ſuch an Arrangement 
could be made, it would be a moſt wiſe and ſalutary Meaſure, beneficial to the Public, 
and highly ſo to the Eaſt India Company. The Effect of ſuch a Meaſure, in the 
Courſe of Eight Years, will appear from the annexed * Account, which, it will be ob- 
ſerved, proceeds on the Ground of the Directors Eſtimate, and muſt of courſe receive 
additional Vigour from every Increaſe to the Frolperity of their Affairs. | 


It will naturally be aſked, If the Sn I have ſubmitted to the Commits, will 

not, in a great Degree, be affected by the Continuance of War? Undoubtedly they 
will, to a certain Extent ; but IMlatter myſelf, by no Means to the Extent which Gen- 
tlemen may at firſt Sight be apt to ſuppoſe ; for I hope, from the Situation of the Coun- 
try with which we are engaged in War, that it is not likely we ſhall be much diſturbed 
on the Continent of India; and from our Naval Superiority, I likewiſe flatter myſelf 
that the Intereſts of the Eaſt India Company and the Public may be protected from 
any material Injury by Depredations of another Nature. I conclude with ſub- 
mitting to the Committee the following Reſolutions, founded on the Accounts refer- 
red to them.
